On July 28, 2008, in response to a Notice of Allowance and Issue Fees Due mailed 
April 28, 2008, Applicants paid the required amount of $1,740.00. {See, Issue Fee Payment 
dated July 28, 2008 attached hereto as Exhibit A.) This amount covered the $1,440 issue fee 
and $300 publication fee that were the required fees at the time. 

Subsequently, on August 7, 2008, Applicants petitioned to withdraw the present 
application from issue to submit additional art for consideration by the Examiner. On August 
21, 2008 the United States Patent and Trademark Office ("USPTO") issued a second Notice 
of Allowance and Issue Fees Due (the "Second Notice of Allowance"). (Attached hereto as 
Exhibit B.) The Second Notice of Allowance referenced the previously paid issue fee of

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Effective October 2, 2008, the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
implemented a new Fee Schedule that increased the Utility Patent Issue Fee to $1,510. This 
represents a $70 increase from the previous Issue Fee of $1,440. 

In this light, Applicants have concurrently filed herewith an Issue Fee Transmittal 
(Form PTOL-85, Part B) corresponding to the second Notice of Allowance and Issue Fees 
Due. Further, Applicants respectfully request the previously paid Issue Fee of $1,440.00 be 
applied in partial satisfaction of the issue fee required by the second Notice of Allowance and 
Issue Fees Due.
